Members of the old Egan gang 
have been invading the territory 
of Illinois gamblers with such 
success, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today, that they and some of thei! 
newer associates now have virtual 
contro] of the slot machine busi- 
ness in Southern Illinois in a ter- 
ritory extending north nearly to 
Peoria, east nearly to Evansville, 
Ind., and south to the vicinity of 
Paducah, Ky. 

Other gambling enterprises in 
Southern Illinois have not escaped 
the attention of these gangsters. 
The Post-Dispatch was informed 
that seven of them, including their 
late leader, William P. 
Colbeck, persuaded the operators 
of the Hyde Park Club, notorious 
gambling establishment on 
East Side, to put them on the pay- 
roll at stipends of about $100 a 
week each. 

The Hyde Park Club, as the 
Post-Dispatch revealed last week, 
has been. owned principally by St. 
ouisans, with the city’s new 
sheriff, John F. Dougherty, down 
for a.2% per cent share of the 
profits. 

Linked to Six Murders. 

Within the last two years there 
have been at least six murders 
which investigators have attribut- 
ed to the efforts of the St. Louis 
gangsters and their associates to 
“muscle in” on Illinois gambling 
operations. 

The first of these was the assas- 
sination of Colbeck on the night 
of Feb. 17, 1943. Colbeck was ma- 
chine gunned to death in North St. 
Louis just after he had driven 
back to this side of the river, over 


the McKinley Bridge, at the east | 


end of which the Hyde Park Club 
is situated. Reports were current 
then that Colbeck had an associa- 
tion with the Hyde Park Club. 
There followed, on Dec. 7 of that 
vear, the machine-gun murders of 
Harley Grizzell and Norman Farr,

SCHOOL PETITIONS 


Flynn Promises _ to 
Charge Grand Jury if Vio- 


lations Are Shown.

A grand jury 
wholesale irregularities found 
petitions filed for five candidates 
for the Board of Education will 
be ordered if the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners, .in its check 
of all the names on petitions, finds 
any evidence that statutes were 
violated, Circuit Judge William B. 
Flynn said today. 

He made this announcement to 
explain why the February term 
grand jury, impaneled today, was 
given no instructions regarding an 
investigation at this time. 

“If the Board of Electilon Com- 
missioners develops evidence that 
Statutes were violated,” he said, “I 
shall make a special charge to the 
jury at a later date.” 

Circuit Attorney James W. 
Griffin, however, announced that 
he would continue his investiga- 
tion of the irregularities uncov- 
ered by the Post-Dispatch. 

Many Names in Same Hand, 

The irregularities consisted of 
many blocks of names, each: block 
written apparently in the same 
hand. Some persons whose names 
were listed reported they had not 
signed the petitions. Filing of a 
falsely made petition is a felony. 

The only specific investigation 
ordered by Judge Flynn in his 
charge to the jury was an inves- 
tigation of alleged tampering with 
a dated envelope which served as 
evidence in the notorious Melen- 
des case. The jury was directed 
to determine whether the 
lope was tampered with: 
by whom. and for what purpose, 
and whether any crime was com- 
mitted in use of the envelope as 
an exhibit.

GAST BREWERY HEADS 


Fox Charged With Vio- 
lating Quotas. 


Oliver T. Remmers, attorney, 
trustee in bankruptcy of the Gast 
Brewery Co., and Walter W. Fox, 
manager of the 
charged, in a criminal information

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The Revolt Against Radio Plug-Usglies 


Eighteen days ago, the Post-Dispatch made 
“A Suggestion to Radio” in behalf of an abused 
radio audience. It was a simple suggestion— 
that the big networks should take the lead to 
free news broadcasts of (1) interrupting com- 
mercial plugs and (2) objectionable sponsors. 

In 18 days, this suggestion to wipe out news- 
cast plug-uglies has been reported across the 
country by Time and Newsweek. It has been 
carried to the radio industry by Radio Daily and 
Variety. It has received editorial indorsement 
from the magazine Broadcasting, spokesman for 
radio, and it has encouraged further advice from 
Editor & Publisher, spokesman for the press. 

In 18 days, listeners on both coasts have 
written of their support of the idea. The Asso- 
ciation of Radio News Analysts, which represents 
nearly all the well-known commentators, has 
expressed full agreement. Federal Communica- 
tions Commissioner Ray C. Wakefield has ap- 
proved “heartily” of the suggestion. Leaders of 
the advertising industry have applauded it. 

In 18 days, as the letter column and Mirror 
of Public Opinion on this page show, “A Sugges- 
tion to Radio” has won increasing support with 
the velocity of a valid idea. The big networks, 
however, remain silent. 

. * - 

Today’s letter from the Association of Radio 
News Analysts speaks for such men as H. V., 
Kaltenborn, Raymond Gram Swing, Lowell 
Thomas, John Gunther, Eric Sevareid, H. R. 
Baukhage, Robert St. John and William L. 
Shirer. With few exceptions, even such out- 
standing radio news men as these have not been 
able to withstand insertion of plug-uglies in their 
news by the four networks which employ them. 

Raymond Gram Swing writes that he revolted 
successfully in 1940 against the “hideous” mix- 
ture of sales talk with his report of the Nazi 
invasion of the Low Countries. Sumner Welles, 
former Under Secretary of State, recently re- 
fused to accept a radio contract until there was 
a provision against commercial interruption. Yet

W. Vandercook, president of the A. R. N. A,, 
whose views appear on this page today, must 
submit to use of plugs about a hangover recipe 
in the middle of his news roundup. 

This is not even good advertising practice, as 
leading advertising men have written. William 
C. D'Arcy, president of the D’Arcy Advertising 
Co., points out that “some commercials intrude 
and kill rather than excite a selling response.” 
An editorial in Editor & Publisher declares, 
“It is no secret that many listeners have de- 
veloped their own automatic ‘turner-offers’ in 
their minds when the commercial starts.” 


Astute advertising men fear.that if the vari- 
ous advertising media do not accept responsi- 
bility for their own bad taste, someone else will. 
As William A. Hart, du Pont’s advertising direc- 


tor, writes, “The problem of good taste is not 


only related to the broadcasting of news but 
is a much broader one, and I am sure that 
something must be done by the industry or it 
will be done for it.” 

Who will do it? Broadcasters should remem- 
ber the White-Wheeler fadio bill; they criticised 
it angrily enough when it appeared in the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee last spring, 
This measure would have forbidden ail adver- 
tising in newscasts. The bill is dormant but not 
dead.

As if the threat of outside interference were 
not enough, the radio industry might remember 
the public which, in the end, supports it. Radio 
should fear most the wrath of its audience. 
Broadcasting’s editorial, printed under today’s 
cartoon, asks if the listener’s patience will per- 
sist. Broadcasting says: 

Will the listener, when his greed for news 
abates—no longer fed by the flames of war 
—show such forbearance in the face of dis- 
tasteful copy and mid-production commer- 
cial recess? We think he will not. 

Listena@rs writing to the Post-Dispatch are 
emphatic enough in their distaste for radio’s 
regurgitation of body odors, bad breath and 
kidney troubles. Listeners protest against “in- 
decency” and “awful tripe.” “Raw advertising” 
is their mildest phrase for the plug-uglies. 

How do the networks profit from subjecting 
listeners and respectable advertisers to this 
barrage? 

Sale of radio time by the four major networks 
reached the record figure of $126,330,491 in 1944, 
That was 21 per cent more than 1943 sales. In 
view of their increased income and stature, can 
radio chains afford to provoke rebellion by their 
public for the benefit of a few pill-pluggers?

“A Suggestion to Radio” is a minimum sug- 
gestion. It is a proposal to correct commercial 
offenses in reporting the momentous news of 
the day, where bad taste is most objectionable. 
It has become a suggestion based on popular 
acceptance and not very susceptible of debate. 
Perhaps the major networks know that; perhaps 
that is why they are silent. 

In 18 days, however, this suggestion to broad- 
casters has traveled far and is traveling faster, 
and will hit radio with more momentum in the 
end. Just how much longer do the networks 
think they can disgust the public?

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Assault on Full Employment 

That pernicious error dies hard is revealed 
again in the introduction, for the fourth or fifth 
time, of a bill to enforce retail price-fixing in 
Missouri. Certain organized merchants would 
like to make everyone sell at the same prices. 
In this latest mutation of the notion, they also 
want to outlaw bargain sales. And as usual, 
they have the effrontery to call it a “fair trade” 
measure. 

This is not fair trade. It is not free private 
enterprise.. It is an attempt to eliminate com- 
petition, to put efficient business in bed with in- 
efficient, to eliminate any incentive to give 
better bargains than others. 

As has been revealed time and again in docu- 
mented detail, such laws mean higher prices, 
for the prices are set high enough to protect 
the least efficient seller. The effect is to hold up 
farmers, wage earners, all consumers. Higher 
prices are what price agreements, legalized or 
otherwise, are for. 

Price-fixing laws are chips off the old NRA 
economy-of-scarcity block. We have already 
seen entirely too much of such mischief. Each

time it spreads into a new field, as Economist 
Clair Wileox said in the Post-Dispatch last 
October, “progress will.be retarded, production 
will be restrained, the whole economy will be 
condemned to a level of activity that is need- 
lessly low.” 

The bill is an assault on some of the 60,000,000 
jobs we shall be needing after the war. It ought 
to be summarily consigned to the limbo of eco- 
nomic heresy.

A Fine Airport Program 

The plans Mayor Kaufmann has in mind for 
development of airports in and around the city, 
as set forth in his radio address Saturday night, 
present an imagination-stirring picture for St. 
Louisans. 

Development of Lambert Field from 550 acres 
to 1400, a 4000-acre airport at Columbia Bottoms, 
35 smaller fields over the metropolitan area, a 
widened highway to Lambert Field—these are 
among the features of the Mayor’s program. An 
ingenious point is the plan virtually to turn 
Lambert Field around by moving its Administra- 
tion Building from the west edge to the east 
edge of the airport, thus bringing it three miles 
closer to the city. 

The plan is fine. The outlay is impressive—

Of Crime and Punishment 

When the war is brought to an end by the 
final Allied victories, let us hope that amid the 
jubilation the crimes of our enemies are not 
forgotten.

Editors of the newspaper long ago raked 
the leaves in its own backyard, KSD, be- 
fore looking over the fence to examine the 
clutter behind its neighbors’ houses. KSD 
carries no middle commercials in its broad- 
cast news. KSD exercises critical selectivity 
in accepting sponsors for its news produc- 
tions. 

Other stations recently have announced 
such policies. In Detroit, WJR hag elim- 
inated middle commercials in news, The 
Association of Radio News Analysts, of 
which John W. Vandercook is president, 
publicly has protested against such mid- 
journey detours through commercial copy. 


Public Rebellion Possible 


During the war. years, radio’s stature as 
a news distributing agency has grown. 
Radio has won distinction for reporting 
the news intelligently and swiftly. But 
the strides it has taken can be lost. One 
need not be a soothsayer to anticipate pub- 
lic rebellion against all broadcasting if the 
tremendously significant news yet to come 
from the earth’s four corners is gar- 
nished with unharmonious advertising. 

There are those who will protest that 
advertising need not be out of harmony 


with the news—that, indeed, it can be 
woven into the warp and woof of a news- 
cast without offense to the listener. This 
can be true, but instances of such ingenuity 
are difficult to recall. 


The story which is being reported by 
radio today doubtless is the most com- 
pelling in the time of man, and no listener 
will forego hearing it even at the expense 
of rude and ill-timed interruptions on be- 
half of the sponsors. 


Up to the Broadcasters 


But will such patience persist? Will the 
listener, when his greed for news abates— 
no longer fed by the flames of war—show 
such forbearance in the face of distaste- 
ful copy and mid-production commercial 
recess? We think he will not. 


We think it behooves radio now—not to- 
morrow, or the day after tomorrow—to 
restudy its whole process of news dissem- 
ination in the light of changing times. We 
believe the character of the news is such 
today that its’ telling will bear fruit for 
the sponsor if he is content to announce 
himself only at the beginning and closing 
of each broadcast. 

We believe broadcasters—and leadership 
in such matters rests squarely upon them, 
not upon the advertisers or their agencies 
—should face with courage the need to re- 
ject sponsors whose messages ring dis- 
cordant in the sweeping and terrific news 
of these days.

Biography of an Army Officer, 
A Good Soldier and Innovator 


*“‘Cavairyman Out of the West,’ by George F. Brim 
low. (Caxton Printers, Caldwell, Idaho.) 

Gen. William Carey Brown died in Den- 
ver in 1939 after a military career of 45 
years. His record, after graduation from 
West Point in 1877, richly justifies scholar- 
ly investigation and description. 

After service in three Indian wars, he 
was a member of the Rough Riders in the 
war with Spain, and was cited for excep- 
tional and meritorious conduct. In the 
Philippines, he had a hand in the plot by 
which Aguinaldo was captured. In 1916, 
he served under Funston and Pershing in 
the ill-fated effort to capture Villa. Au- 
thorities recommended his retirement, but 
he persuaded them to accept him for ac- 
tive duty in World War I as Inspector in 
the Quartermaster Corps. In this capacity, 
he saved the Government thousands of 
dollars and earned another citation, a per- 
sonal commendation from Gen, Pershing. 

In these stirring events, he came into 
close association with leading military fig- 


ures, such as Col. Roosevelt and Gen. Wood. 
« . * 


But his interests went further than mili- 
tary detail. He was constantly alert to im- 
prove the service. Of an inventive mind, 
he devised improvements which contributed 
materially to the comfort and efficiency of 
the soldier. Among these were a device for 
measuring the accuracy of the Army rifle’s 
sight, his championing of the use of alumi- 
num in making mess kits and the develop- 
ment of tinned emergency rations. 

Brown, a faithful diarist, kept a careful 
record of his impressions of important 
events. He contributed articles on varied 
subjects to the Army and Navy Journal 
and other publications. He also aided in 
publication of several drill manuals. 

Although the author uses these materials 
to produce an interesting book, it is not 
documented, which often leaves the reader 
wondering as to the origin of the data. It 
appears he has relied heavily on the Gen- 
eral’s diary. This results in a lack of bal- 
ance in the book, for unimportant facts 
are given undeserved attention. Items 
that appear important to a diarist are not 
necessarily so to a historian. Proper selec- 
tivity might have reduced the size of the 
book by at least 100 pages.

OW nearly a group of men sitting around a conference table

Things | Never Knew 
(About the National Service Act in Great Britain.) 


HAT British people who cherish their freedom just as 
T much as we do wasted no time in trusting their Govern- 

ment when the nation was in danger. 

That on May 22, 1940, with the Nazi Panzer divisions and 
the Luftwaffe swarming over France and the Low Countries, 
the House of Commons passed, in less than three hours, the 
Emergency Powers (Defense) Act, giving the Government 
“complete control over persons and property, not just some 
persons of some particular class of the community, but all per- 


sons, rich and poor, employer and workman, man and woman, 
and all property.” 


That on the same afternoon the Minister of Labor and 
National Service was given the power to use all of labor by em- 
powering him to direct any person in the United Kingdom 
to perform such services in the United Kingdom as might be 
specified. 


That since December, 1943, many young men have been 
directed into coal mining who would otherwise have gone into 
the forces. They are known as “Bevin Boys.” (Boy, page 
John Lewis!) | 


That no deferment is given because of marriage or de- 
pendents., 


That occupational deferments have been granted since the 
beginning of the war—such as shipbuilders, welders, etc. 


That an early system of options for women in the various 
services has been greatly limited. For years, single women be- 
tween 20 and 25 have been allocated to priority civilian jobs— 
with no choice. 


That the Military Service Hardship Committee investigates 
cases in which men and women have applied for deferments. 
If their verdict is not unanimous, the applicant may appeal 
to an umpire whose decision is final. Deferments can be 
granted for only six months and then must be opened again. 


That an essential work order to stop labor turnover has 
been successfully applied to freeze essential workers in their 
jobs. This order cuts the right of the employer to fire and 
the employe’s freedom to quit. 


That it is an offense under the National Service Act for a 
worker to be absent from work without a good reason. Before 
action is taken, however, against a chronic absentee, the case 
must be submitted to a management and trade union repre- 
sentative. Absenteeism actually can be punished in the courts, 
but the social ostracism of his fellow-workers usually is a 
sufficient deterrent. 


That under the National Service Act every worker who is 
frozen receives a guarantee wage equal to the normal wage, 
whether the work is available or not. In return he is required 
to do any reasonable job to which he is assigned and any rea- 
sonable overtime. 


That collective bargaining has been developed and ex- 
tended since the beginning of the war. 


That wartime standardization of wages and conditions of 
employment have been so successful that Labor Minister Ernest 
Bevin has recently introduced a bill into the House of Commons 
to set up a national wage structure during a five-year period 
after the war. 


That in 1940 a Tribunal was set up for the compulsory 
arbitration of all disputes that could not be settled by the usual 
methods of collective bargaining. A dispute is reported to the 
Minister of Labor, who tries to get it settled within the normal 
machinery of the industry or refers it, within 21 days, to the 
Tribunal. A strike is legal only if the dispute is not settled 
by the Minister of Labor or reported to the Tribunal within 
the 21 days. Naturally, this situation is not permitted to arise.

HE chief reason why liver at- 

tracts some and repels others 

can usually be found when we 
investigate the method of cooking. 
No one likes liver cooked with 
the skin and tubes left in, and 
to the point where it is dry and 
hard. Liver haters however, often 
change their minds once they get 
a taste of liver with the skins 
and tubes removed and cooked 
just long enough to cook through 
and be full of juice, and yet tender 
enough to be cut with a fork. The 
following recipe combines liver, 
bacon and eggs. Cook your eggs 
just below the simmering point for 
20 minutes, If they are hard- 
cooked this way rather than in 
boiling water for 20 minutes, they 
will be delightfully tender and 
tempting. Correctly - cooked liver 
and eggs make unusually good 
sandwich fillings. Chopped, sea- 
soned and moistened to a tasty 
spreadable consistency they har- 
monize with any kind of bread 
you wish to use for your sand- 
wiches, 


Liver-Bacon Sandwich Filling. 


Four slices bacon, one cup 
chopped liver (about three slices); 
three hard-cooked eggs, one-third 
cup mayonnaise, one-fourth cup 
chili sauce, one teaspoon chopped 
onion, one-half teaspoon vinegar, 
seasoning to taste. 

Pan-fry bacon until crisp. Re- 
move and pan-fry the membrane- 
free liver in the bacon fat. Re- 
move and dice very finely or put 
through a food chopper. Combine 
with the crumbled bacon, diced 
eggs and remaining ingredients. 
Spread generously on _ buttered 
whole wheat bread. Makes four 
double sandwiches. 

Breakfast: Baked apples; hot 
cooked oatmeal; toast and jam. 

Luncheon: Tomato soup; liver- 
bacon sandwiches; potato chips 
and sweet pickles; fresh pears. 

Dinner: Ham patties on sweet 
potato slices, buttered broccoli; 
grapefruit and avocado salad; 
rolls; pumpkin custard.

Ham’n Sweets are one of the 
most popular of American food 
combinations, yet rarely does one 
find them cooked in exactly the 
same way in any two homes, In 
the recipe below you will notice 
we have stretched out the ham 
by having it ground and adding 
bread crumbs and then making 
neat little patties to fit on the 
thick slices of raw potatoes that 
go into the oven all at once. Mix 
three-fourths pound ground 
smoked ham and fresh pork with 
one-third cup dry bread crumbs, 
dash of salt, dash of pepper, one 
egg and one-third cup milk, Wash 
and peel one and_ one-fourth 
pound yams, and cut lengthwise 
into one-half inch thick - slices. 
Place yam slices in a flat greased 
baking dish, sprinkle lightly with 
gait, then with one-fourth cup 
brown sugar. Press some of meat 
mixture over each slice; pour on 
one and one-half cups apple juice 
and bake in u 350 degree F. oven 
for 25 to 30 minutes, or until 
yams are tender. Serve immedi- 
ately. Four servings. 

When preparing acovado pears, 
cut them in half and twist to 
loosen the seed. Then cut into 
quarters or eighths or whatever 
size you intend to use in the 
salad, with the skin still on. It 
is then very easy fo slip off the 
skin from the small pieces with 
your fingers. Never peel a whole 
avocado with a knife; it is very 
wasteful.

The crust is made from crushed 
graham crackers mixed with a 
few chopped almonds, a very lit- 
tle margarine and sugar. Besides 
being ration-wise, crumb pastry 
like this adds greatly to a hostess’ 
peace of mind. There’s no doughy 
board to clean up, no chance of 
failure, and the ingredients are 
wholesome enough so that chil- 
dren can eat the dessert, too. 

The cherry cream filling uses 
just one-half a can of sour pie 
cherries, so that one investment 
of blue stamps will leave enough 
for cherry muffins, cherry salad 
or pudding.

Route 40, headed for St. Louis 
or Kansas City and all points 
east and west, see a roadside sign 
which says: 
FRIED CHICKEN 
BIG BOY'S 
RESTAURANT 
Wright City, Mo. 


That is all, except the figure of 
a stout man with a _ toothsome 
smile carrying a chicken on a 
platter, but it quickens the ap- 
petites of those who know and 
piques the curiosity of those who 
do not. In either case there is a 
slowing or speeding to make 
Wright City at meal time. 

For 20 years the roadside signs 
have told travelers that there’s 
fried chicken ahead and in peace 
times more than 50,000 a year 
have stopped at Big Boy’s restau- 
rant and, filled with fried chicken, 
have gone their way, carrying 
the fame of Wright City to far 
places, to come again another 
day. So it has come to pasa that 
a tiny Missouri town is known 
throughout the length and 
breadth of the land and across 
the seas for the chicken dinners 
that there await. 


Across the sea, yes, 
New Guinea a customer 
other day. On that far 
when rations were low, a soldier 
had heard another soldier speak 
in awed tones of the fried chicken 
that might at that moment be 
sizzling at Big Boy’s restaurant 
at Wright City, Mo.
